•re decreasing the possibility of 
a world war by weakening the 
forces of the United States.

it". He denied that China had 
started the dispute and said that 
China discussed her borders with 
the five other countries surround- 
ing her and there have been no 
complaints. . .

Africans must be able to make a frank appraisal of their cultural differences before 
integration on. a regional or continental basis can be achieved, a former Cambridge Professor 
said last, night. - 

jIln^',Audrey I. Richards said the 
^leadership for the recognition of 
this fundamental fact and its im- 
plementation as the foundation 
for the future development of 
African unity, must come from 
the new African universities. 

Dr. Richards, formerly Direc- 
tor of the Centre of African Stu- 
dies at Cambridge, said "the 
original impetus behind the Pan 
African movement was genuine." 
This /primary;;,^fotce,^^bichi was 
anti-colohiàlism^wu^Iàtèr re- 
placed by n fear on the part of 
African leaders that their states 
were too :^ weak and too small.

This Included the fields 
of African history, languages, 
economics, sociology, and reli- 
gions. 

She proposed that African 
universities set up their own 
"Institutes of African Studies." 

. Only in this way can Africans 
close the gaps that rcgionalization 
and cultural differences have 
opened up, she concluded.

A Look

Dear Sir, 

In the Daily of October 24th., 
there were two letters to the 
editor which took issue with 
my stand on so-called "free 
education" and universal acces- 
sibility to university. I would 
like to clarify, certain points. 

First of all, I am:, in favour 
of universal accessibility to 
education. Universal accessibi- 
lity means only that those stu- 
dents who have the capability 
to further their education at 



means of persuaslori many of the difficulties 
within the Union will be solved. 

Ignoring the means of punishment al- 
ready on the books under University Centre 
Rules and Regulations, the Council set up 
its own Discipline Committee. Whether or 
not the new source of authority will work 
any better than the old one remains to be 
seen, but at least the measures are freshly 
in the minds of all concerned. And the fact 
that the Internal Vice-President called for 
corrective action means that real problems 
do exist. 

One thing is certain right now, and that 
is that Council must change its concept of 



the role of conimittees in a pocket parllo- 
ment. Where the Union is concerned, there 
has been a tendency to see a committee, 
whose powers hove been typed out and 
posted for all to see, as the ultimate means 
of ensuring efficiency. But no matter how 
good a committee looks on paper, no set of 
specific deillneation can account for the flex- 
ibility and understanding needed in work- 
ing as part of a service organization. And 
in terms of the Union, the Students' Society's 
main function is service. 

When people serve, a strain is put on 
inter-personal relationships, o willingness to 
moderate becomes essential If anything is 
to be accomplished. Concessions are requir- 
ed of management and those they serve. 
Equally If not more important is the need 
for concessions between members of man- 
agement itself. 

In the bock of many people's minds is 
the knowledge that the Union is owned by 
the University. If the present system proves 
ineffective In running.: the, building, the ad- 
ministration will be forced to take control. 

It is true that the stuclents have the 
right to demand of the Union the optimum 
use of the facilities provided. Hopefully> this 
will be achieved by a show of cooperation 
and patience from those who frequent 3480 
McTavish. 



the university level should not 
be barred from university be- 
cause of lack of financial re- 
sources. It has been asserted 
by some that to have the gov- 
ernment pay all tuition fees 
and incidental student expen- 
ses is the best way to attain 
universal accessibility. I main- 
tain that student loans, repay- 
able within twenty years of 
graduation, to cover fees and 
expenses, are the ideal woy of 
financing higher education in 
a free society. These loans 
would be available to all those 
who want them, and who are 
willing to sign a contract bind- 
ing them to repay the loan. 

The reason why loans are 
the solution, and why "free 
education" must be opposed on 
political, economic and moral 
grounds, have been summarized 
in a paper I prepared for the 
eus Congress, which has been 
printed in the current issue of 
Canada Month, and which I un- 
derstand will appear in a forth- 
coming Doily. The argumenta 
cited there are too numerous 
and lengthy to discuss in a 
letter. 

Mr. Marshall, in answer to 
my contention that improving 
elementary schools in poor dis- 
tricts is the best way to 
achieve universal accessibility, 
asks "what has elementary 
school to do with university ad- 
mission, anyway Î". Every- 
thing. The true tyranny of be- 
ing poor is not that one's' 
clothes aren't always new, or 
that a new bicycle is lacking; 
the true tyranny is that a poor 
child must go to school in a 
poor neighbourhood. And the 
schools in poor neighbourhoods 
are usually poor schools. Tho 
physical plant is usually below 
standard; the library is usual- 
ly below standard; most of all 
the public school teacher , com- 
ing from a middle-class back- 
ground is usually ill-prepared 
for the special problems en- 
countered. All this ensures that 
the children in that school are 
usually two years behind in 



reading ability by'the time they 
finish their elementary educa- 
tion. They fail further behind 
in the "neighbourhood" high 
schools. When they graduate 
from high school they do not 
meet the requirements for uni- 
versity admission. The aboli- 
tion of tuition fees will not 
help them reach university. It 
is these facts that I am con- 
cerned with when I maintain 
that the improvement of ele- 
mentary schools must remain 
a high priority. 

Mr. Durand, in his letter, 
agrees that elementary schools 
need to be improved, but sug- 
gests that this can be done 
along with implementation of 
free education. Forgetting for 
a moment that I oppose free 
university education, one fact 
which must never be over- 
looked;, is .that funds available 
for education are not limitiesn. 
No matter how much is allot- 
ted there will always be a need 
for more. What distresses mo 
is the possibility that the po- 
liticians in Quebec and Ottawa 
will one day give in to stu- 
dent groups in their demand 
for free education. They will, 
as all politicians inevitably do, 
seek to satisfy a particular in- 
terest group which is making 
too much noise in public. But 
since funds are limited, 150 
million dollars or so, which are 
needed for free education will 
just come from those funds 
which can be better used to 
improve elementary schools. 
This will provide free educa- 
tion to the middle class, while 
not only shutting the door on 
the improvement'oflthe schools 
in thé poor districts, but, in 
supreme irony, force tho poor 
segment of our population to 
pay for education of the more 
affluent 

Finally, Mr. Marshali aàys 
that I do not how the other 
% lives. As a medical student 
in my final year, I have had 
many opportunities to work 
with the city of Montreal pub- 
lic health nurses, to visit homes 



in the "Pointe" and to see tho 
poverty that, while not %, a 
too large segment of the popu- 
lation live in. It is because of 
my concern for this condition 
that I am opposed to free gov- 
ernment-paid university tuition.
